marie a rush for safety. 
Mrs. Emma Miller, .15, and 
her 
three-year-old child May, were kill­ 
ed by falling timbers in the soda 
fountain room of the pavilion as the 
roof crashed. 
Guests in the dining 
room of th e pavilion, hearing 
the 
crash, hastened to give relief. 
More tha n IGO persons 
in 
building were marooned until 
trucks and workers 
removed 
wreckage. 


William Ford, 30, was the third 
storm fatality. 
He was blown from 
the cab of a traveling crane which 
he was o p erating GO feet uhove the 
ground. 
He attem pted to climb to 
the top of the cab to close the w i n ­ 
dows when the storm broke, hut lost 
his footing and was hurled to the 
ground by the wind. 
He died at the 
hospital. 
Charles Fiesler, 47, died of heart 
disease aggravated when the wind 
rocked his Minneapolis drug store. 
L ight persons were seriously Injured 
when a two-story building housing 
a chow mein cafe crashed down on 
the main floor dining room. 
South Minneapolis, from the loop 
to the city limits, presented a scene 
of destruct ion today. 
H undreds of 
buildings were shattered and p arti­ 
ally wrecked, trees uprooted, wires 
torn down and streets flooded.

Reports from Morris, Minn., indi­ 
cate t fiat the storm was accompanied

Frye 
tically every dwelling and business 
house in the city of Hancock, nine 
miles east of Morris suffered broken 
windows and damaged 
roofs 
and 
walls. 
Crops in this vicinity are a l­ 
most a total loss.

Practically every tree in the wood­ 
ed section of Lake Harriet, some said 
to he two feet thick, was uprooted 
or damaged. 
The major storm which descended 
at approximately 6:30 p. M. was pre­ 
ceded by a small 
cloudburst 
and 
wind. 
More th an 1.01 
inches of 
rain fell within one-half hour. 
The 
rain was accompanied by a 41 mile 
gale, according to weather bureau. 
Rains in the Pierre, S. D., section 
north to the state line were said to 
have been beneficial to crops. 
Wind 
and lightning caused some damage 
near Grand Forks, N. D., when tele­ 
phone and light circuits were crip­ 
pled.

Ile mentioned m any w ays in w e eh taxes can be reduced. 
The attendance at the ( handier of f Commerce rooms was not large, 
not large enough by any means in keeping with the importance of 
the subject.

dust.

chronicles of Morgan) abbey, which
